The recent diacuasion in the House of 
Lorda on the subject of tho dofenoo of 
the naval station at Esquiinalt is repro 
duced below, taken from the Lon- 
don Times uf the 12th instant, its per- 
usal will interest our readers, not only on 
account of the information contained in 
regard to the govoriiniont'.s intentions, 
luit nlb(j because of tho absurd oontontions 
of tho noble lord who introduced thoquos- 
tion. Hia idea of tho duties of a Britisl 
navy coincides with the gein-ral idea of 
aoine policemen — if there ia a fight going 
on tho best thing to do is to get in some 
uut-of-the-way place, free from danger: 

Lord Sudeloy spoke at considerable 
length on the question, arguing in favor 
of the superior advantage* of Burrard In- 
let over Esquimalt as a naval station 
(Jwiiig to lack of space we are coinpuUod 
to defer further refereiicu to his speech 
until a future issue. 

The Marquis of Huntley argued that, 
as Burrard Inlet was the place where our 
tr.ido concentrated, it ought to be recog- 
ni/.ed as a port of tirst importance and do- 
fended accordingly. It was a misfortune 
that Burrard Inlet had not been origin- 
ally selected; but whether that or Ea(|ui- 
nialt were made the permanent naval sta- 
tion ho would urge that no time should bo 
lost in fortifying the place selected. 

Lord KIpliinatono said that this was a 
question to whioh attention had been 
from time to time directed, and more 
especially since the completion of tho Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway. The question was 
one upon which there was the greatest 
dill'erences of opinion among officers of 
high standing in both services. One offi- 
cer whose opinion carried great weight 
would tell you that Burrard Inlet was the 
proper place for a naval station ; another 
officer of equal authority would tell you 
that the Inlet was little better than a rat 
trap. The noble marquis who had re- 
cently seen the country did not sssm to 
express bo decided a view as others did. 
Tho noble lord who had iutroduoed the 
question appeared to have been struck 
with tho advantages of Burrard Inlet. 
When he visited the places last autumn 
the impression ho first formed was that 
Burrard Inlet was the superior place, first, 
on account of the railway communication; 
secondly, on account uf the expense of 
Hcuding stores from the terminus to Es- 
quiinalt; thirdly, on account of the mag- 
nilicent site for a naval station at the port 
of Moody, 11 miles up tho inlet and safe 
from tho tiro of an enemy's ship, so that 
in case of Burrard Inlet being threatened 
the whole of our strength could be brought 
up for its protection. But since the ques- 
tion bad been put upon the notice paper 
he had been satisfied that it would not be 
wise to transfer their naval atation from 
one place to the other. The reasons for 
this conclusion depended upon considera- 
tions that required some local knowledge 
for their appreciation. The Inlet was an 
arm of the sea at the south-western ex- 
tremity of British Columbia, wiUiin 20 
miles of the boundary line of the United 
States. The Inlet was 12 miles In length; 
its average breadth was two miles; and 
there was good anchorage along the whole 
length of the Inlet, The harbor was per- 
fect when (mce you were iusida it; but the 
entrance, which was a quarter of a mile 
wide, had this drawback, that the tide ran 
so strongly, eight to nine knots, chat ex- 
cept at certain times it was not safe to 
enter with a large ship, which there would 
bo great danger of running ashore. On 
the southern shore of this Inlet ran the 
Canadian Pacific railway, having its 
terminus at Vancouver, which was, 
perhaps, the most marvellous city in 
the world. The small pioneer town 
having been destroyed by tire two years 
ago the forest had been cleared away and 
a granite city had sprung up near the 
ruins of tho former village. The railway 
company had covered several acres of 
]{round with warehouses and other build- 
ings and a large trade was being carried 
ou with China and Japan. Steamers were 
running north to Vladivostock and south 
to San Francisco, and it was likely there 
would soon be an additional line to Aus- 
tralia and Now Zealand. Immediatsly 
opposite the harbour on tho island of 
Vancouver was the coaling atation of Na- 
naimo. With these advantages Vancou- 
ver had already become a place of great 
and rapidly increasing commercial impor- 
tance. Steaming to the south 70 miles 
you came to Victoria, the capital of Brit- 
ish Columbia, a harbour of no importance, 
and two miles from the western port of 
Esquinialt. Hero we had a naval station 
storea, hospital and magazine; and join- 
ing the naval station was the drydook 
built by the Dominion government at a 
cost of £230,000, of which £50,000 was 
contributed by tho British government. 
Beyond Escjuimalt were tho Straits, sixty 
miles long and ton milos wide, which led 
to the Pacitic Ocoan. From Esquimalt 
there was railway communication with 
the only port. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Colonial Defence set forth tho 
reasons for preferring Esquimalt as our 
naval headquarters. It was better adapted 
to naval purposes, and a considerable 
sum had been exjiendod there on perman- 
ent buildings. It enabled ua to defend 
tho whole seaboard of British Columbia. 
On account of tho strong tides the en- 
trance to Burrard Inlet could not be de- 
feuded by mines. Esquimalt, situated at 
the entrance to inner waters, occupied a 
position of strategic importance, and 
ships would not pass Esquimalt to attack 
Burrard Inlet leaving a fortified place in 
their rear. In the event of war with the 
United States — they must tnko into con- 
sideration the possibility of iiuch a war, 
though he hoped it was a bare possibility 
— what would happen ? The first thing 
they would do would he to destroy the 
railway and Burrard Inlet would then in 
a short time fall into their hands. This 
country could not defend Burrard Inlet, 
but it could BuccossfuUy defend Esqui- 
malt. If war bioke out to-morrow the 
naval and military authorities would nut go 
to Burrard Inlet, but they would make 
Esquimalt their head station. The latter 
was much niort' acoeasible than the 
former. The noble lord said that four 
days after a declaration of war the Rub- 
sians might seize Esquimalt. He did not 
see how that could be done, because the 
Pacific squadron of England ooniiated of 
seven sliipi, while tho Pacific squadron of 
Russia was nil. England, a'so, had 17 
ships on tho China station, while Russis 
had 12. The plans for the defence of 
Esquimalt were all completed; they were 
cut and dried, BO to speak; and many of 
tho guns were ready to be sent out to- 
morrow, (Hear, hear.) 

The Earl of Wemyss than)ted his noble 
friend fur introducing this subject. Thu 
nohio and gallant loid who had replied ou 
behalf of tb« govenment iwd toU tb«D 



what ought to be, what might be, and 
what ought not to be defended ; but he 
failed to gather that any fort of any sort 
or kind in this jiart of the world was do- 
foudod at the present moment. Tlio 
object of bringing this matter forward 
was not to show whether this or that spot 
should be defended, but that there ought 
to bo some defence for the groat interests 
of this country in tho part of the world 
with which they wore dealing. Then the 
noble and gallant lord referred to tho 
number of ships in tho Paeilic. Ho should 
like to point out that those sliijis, when 
occasion arose, might bo employed in de- 
fending our coiiimerco rather than in 
defending a very distant station like 
Esquimalt. Porliapa the noble and gal-, 
lant lord would say whether it was the 
intention of the government to put Es- 
quimalt in a proper state of defence. 

Lord Hams observed that if the noble 
earl had listened to his noble and gallant 
friend he would have heard that plan.s 
were actually out and dried, and that, 
guns were ready to bo sent out to-morrow.* 
Tho Earl of Wemyss — Yes, but have we 
any there at the present tinio '/ 

Lord Harris said that there were some 
guns at Esquimalt, but they wore not of a 
modern type; and thoro were some batter- 
ies ready for the guns to bo jdaced in 
thoiii. The noble lord must understand 
that the Royal Conimissioii ou Coaling, 
Stations did not in the original instance 
select the North Pacific coast as one of 
the stations to be defended, it was only 
1885 that it was decided to defend 
Esquimalt. The reason why that sta- 
tion had bueii ])roferred over any other 
had been fully stated by the noble 
»iid gallant lord, and it only remained for 
him to say what the armament waa to be. 
It had been slightly altered from that 
fixed ill 1885, which included four 9-iM. 
guits. The armament would coiisiBt of 
two (i-iii. guna of 5,(XX) yards' range, four 
9-iii. guns of 7,000 yards' range, tivo ijuick 
tiring guns, six 10 pounders for general 
use, and aix rifle machine guns. Tho Im- 
perial Government was prepared to spend 
£31,000 upon the armament, £10,000 
upon submarine storea, and about £10,000 
upon submarine buildings. The works, . 
as in the case of all the coaling stations, 
had been undertaken by the colonies. 
The guns were nearly all ready to be sent 
out. There would bo sont out with thorn 
a suitable supply of ammunition, and the 
real question at the present moment be- 
tween the colonial government and the 
Imperial Government was the question of 
garrison. The whole question of the de- 
fence of tho statitni on this particular 
shore was considered by tho Colonial De- 
fence Committee most carefully and by 
the Inspector General of Fortifications, 
at that time Sir" A. Clarke. He did not 
question the advisibility of any noble lord 
luking for information upon a subject so 
important as this; but he ventured to de- 
precate the calling in question the opinion 
of experU upon such matters. They 
could not depend upon the opinion of any 
one else. The subject had been con- 
sidered on the suggestions made by offi- 
cers of the Royal Artilleiy who had been 
on the spot. The advice of these officers 
had been considered, and a decision ulti- 
mately arrived at. If the decision was 
called in question by persons who would 
not be put forward as experts then, in all 
probability, the same question might be 
raised in regard to all the other coaling 
stations. The Royal Cominission must 
depend upon the opinions of experts in 
dealing with all these questions, and for 
good or ill, ho hoped it would be for good, 
he thought it woiljd be wise to rely on the 
opinions given to the Commission. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Lord Sudley said that the noble and 
gallant lord was, no doubt, technically 
right in saying that Russia had no fleet in 
the Pacific, but it was absurd to say that 
Ruasis could not send a fleet there, A 
few years ago when there waa a Russian 
scare there was a large Russian fleet con- 
centrated at San Francisco.

But now that every war- 
ship is an impregnable fort, and carries 
guns of irresistablo power, an area of 
coast is kejit absolutely clear for the land- 
ing. And as the first troops landed can 
either remain within that area or begin 
the advance, the same transports which 
conveyed them would be free to return 
and bring over the rest. Thus, wliile 
stoamors would not ho indispensable ex- 
cept to tow the transports, tho flotilla 
need not ncccasurity bo so large as to be 
able to convey tho whole army at one 
trip.

THE PAPAL RESCKIPT. 

In a recent article the Lundon Times 
•ays: Slowly and reluctantly, but never 
tholo.ss decisivolj", tho Uomau Catholic 
hierarchy in Ireland have bowed tho head 
before tho decree of the Vatic;in. Tli 
resolutions adopted by tho archbishop 
and bishops, not including Dr. W alsh, 
who met in conference at Clonlifi'e, clearly 
shonr that, in the opiniou of the prelates, 
the judgment of the Pope on matters ly- 
ir^ within the sphere of faith and morab 
ia final. No attempt is made to cull in 
question the Pope's right to condemn, as 
he has done through tiiu circular issued 
by tho Holy Oliice, the plan of campaign 
and the practice of boycotting. Those 
proceedings, in the opinion of every hon- 
est man, are not to be treated as "polities' 
any more than theft or murder, and this 
view tho Pope has asserted in tho most 
authoritative form. Tlie condemnation 
of the plan of campaign and of boycotting 
was founded explicitly on ethical and re- 
ligious grounds, and when the Irish Hu- 
man Catholic prelates warn the leaders ui 
the rarnellito movement, while c^nlll)li- 
meiiting them, in what seems a 
strain of irony, on tho services 
thoy have rendered to religion, that the 
Pope has "an iimlienablo and divine right 
tospeak w itli .authority on all (|iuislions 
appertjiining to faith and iiKual.s," the 
sigiiilicance of tho intimation is apiiareiit. 
It must not bo forgotten that a great lunn 
ber of the bishops have encouraged, and 
that only one or two have had the spirit 
to denounce, the practices now censured 
by the Papacy. If, therefore, the declara- 
tion of the hierarchy on a subject of so 
much' gravity soonis to be hultin? and in 
oHbctive, some allowance must bo made 
for the enibarrafisiiient of men, like Dr. 
Orulce, who have been the counsellors and 
confederates of the prime movers in the 
mischief. Still tho episcopal prononiieo- 
nioiit marks, alike? liy its aliiriiiations and 
its rcticonces, tiio acceptance, in principle, 
of the doctrines laid down in tlie circular 
and tho resolution t-o diRcnuntonaneo the 
language of nmtin us invccli/e wliicb 
has been freely used by the professional 
polilicians of tJie national,. lengiie. It is 
not probable, since tho question has been 
placed on this boiifli that the Popu w 1 1 1 
rest sattaiied with a' formal and puifunc 
tory acquiescence on the part of the 
Irish clergy in the decree.

( )n Monday afternoon Mrs. Fowler 
.se.it tho two girls up to Mr. (Gardner's 
house. His wife would not admit them, 
though it was an exceedingly cold day, 
and tho girls had very little clothing on, 
and their bare feet were on the snow mid 
ice. Tiiey then went to the "Homo." 
Slioiily after ]\IrH. h'owler saw them on 
t he street crying Ijitterly. They said thoy 
bad again been liealeii and tinned out on 
the street. .She sunt thum to her house, 
and she ,aiid her daughter went down to 
Mr. ( hii'dner'M olBce at the Customs House, 
( )ii asking him about what to do with 
them, he answered that ho liad nothing 
further to do with the home, anil did not 
earo what became of the girls, aiitl thai 
they would not ho received back again, 
and that lie and his wife had made up 
tlioir luinds tu hare nothing Jiiore to d'.

ESQHIMALT FORTIFICATIONS. 

To THE Editor : — The debate in the 
Blouse of Lords regarding fortilications on 
this coast, as reported in the London 
Times, of 12th ult., displays such local 

ignorance that I feel constrained to uinke 
a few remarks on tho subject with the 
hope that public attention may, before it 
is too late, be directed to the vitiil inter- 
ests whieli appear at present to be serious 
ly jeupardized. 

The scheme of building tho proposed 
fortifications at Burrard Inlet instead of 
near Esquimalt is the wildest idea possi- 
ble in the opinion of those who are ac* 
((uaiiited with the two locaHtieii and are 
disinterested. 

A fortilication at the iinti-.-iiu'i> of I'ur- 
rard Inlet would of course protect " Van- 
eouvor" and any vessels anchored inside 
the Narrows iibovo ICnglisli Bay from an 
attack from sea, but would ho useless 
against an approach by tho l^'rasot river, 
while if the British fleet had to take 
refuge in Burrard Inlet, an ironclad and 
a few torpedoas would keep it shut up 
witliout trouble. I presume it is not the 
ambition of tlio British navy to be so 
sealed up. 

A foiti'ication at the entrance to Bur- 
rard Inlet would in iiowiso protect Nati- 
ainio and its coalticlds. 

.■\ cou|)le of heavy guns on each side of 
Seyniouv Narrows, where llie channel is 
only 2,."'il)0 feet wiile, w.nild ])ieveiit any 
vessel from iqipro.-u'hing Naiiaiiiio or I'.ur- 
ranl Inlet from the north, the jjosilion 
being more impregnalile than the llarduii- 
ellts, while tho facilities for fortifying the 
co,-ist from Capo Bealo eastwards are un- 
O'liialled any whore.

(|uimalt can bo made impregn.ibh' and the 
coast east of it all the way round to Plum- 
per Pass can also be easily forlilied. 

What is there to protect at Vancimver

desolation of the interior country, b.r tlu^ 
destruction of the briilges ovtu- tile llairi 
soli and Kraser rivers would cut oil' tlu- 
aiiproaeh to it. 

Well enough to fortify the entrance to 
Burrard Inlet but fur goodness sake do 
not abandon the idea of fortifying Vic- 
iiu'ia and Ksipiimalt. 

Let e.NporieiH'ed men and not |ilaccmen 
hi: selei^ted to ile.'il with the ipiestioii, and 
prevent tho remark biuiig made Ih.il ad- 
vaiila,'es have Iiihmi lost as was the case 
in. --ailing the Maine boimd.'iry in the 
ea.'t and also that by the island of San 
.1 nan. 

From an island point of view it would 
immensely advantage it if captured by 
the United States. Viitoria would be- 
i^onie the pet spot of that, gre.it country, 
and every om^ would be enriched, jjarl.ak- 
ing ill a free tratlie with the whole coast 
from Al.isk.a to Me.xico. 

Cieogr.iphicil position gives Victoria 
and Usiiuinialt the nearest outlet tu the 
trade with Asia, and whatever country 
posse.sses the Island of Vancouver will 
liold that advanr.'ige in trade. Let its 
])resent possessors Ix; warnccl in time and 
not misled by discussions on the part of 
those who are nut fully jiossesscd of ihf 
importance of tho question at issue, and 
who possibly aro seeing things as repre- 
sented to them by interested parties and 
not as they really are.

The Unfavorable Wi'iither IiiterforeB Some- 
what With tlic .SiiciTBs of the Various 
I'liuiles. 

Owing to the almost steady drizzle of 
rain which fell all duy Monday, tho var- 
ious picnics proposed to be held, were not 
so successful as they would have been had 
oiu' usual line woallior been to tbo fore.
